A RUSSIAN ADVENTURE 


Some years ago, business of importance 
called me to St. Petersburg. Being un. 
willing to goalone, I succeeded in induc- 


ing friend: Saville to accompany me. | 
oenton him, poorfetiow, as be formed a 

wery prominent feature in the little adven- 
tere I am about torelate. I will pass over 
the incidents of our journey until arrived 
at St. Petersburg, when, having transacted 
my. business, I, to favor Saville’s wish, de- 
termined to proceed to Jaroslay, where he 
hed relations.
